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First Day Sale of Washington 


Bicentennial Stamps 


LL previous records for first 
day sale of a new issue of 
postage stamps were broken 
at Washington on January 
1, when the new Washing- 

ton Bicentennial stamps were placed 
on sale to the public. 

Many letters from eye-witnesses de- 
scribing the scene are at hand as well 
as newspaper clippings from Washing- 
ton and other cities. Details as to 
the actual number of stamps sold, 
their total face value and the num- 
ber of covers put through the cancel- 
lng machines are as yet indefinite. 
Figures at hand are hurried estimates 
of Department Officials or others who 
witnessed the scene and as is to be 
expected there is much difference in 
the figures given. 

It is stated that fully 2500 people 
were in line when the postoffice win- 
dows opened at 7:30 for the sale of 
stamps, fourteen different windows in 
the main postoffice were in use and 
during the day it is said that over 
= people were served at this office 
alone. 

Officials estimated that over $100,- 
000 had been taken in for stamps on 
the first day of their sale at Washing- 
ton. M. L. Eidsness, head of the Di- 
vision of stamps of the Postoffice De- 
partment predicted that stamp collec- 
tors would purchase enough of the 
Washington Bicentennial stamps dur- 
ing the current year to pay for the 
entire cost of the Celebration for 
which the Government has appropri- 
ated $1,500,000. 

Between 3, 500,000 and 4,000,000 of 
the Bicentennial stamps were sold at 
Washington on the first day of sale. 
The estimates for the issue for the 
current year are 14,000,000,000 
stamps. 

Estimates as to the number of cov- 
ers that went through the cancelling 
machine vary all the way from a half 





million to a million. However, even 
then the postoffice could not take care 
of all the people and arrangements | 
were made whereby January 1st can- 
cellations would be applied to covers 
on the following days. 
the postoffice however states that such | 
covers can not go through the mails 
as the law requires that covers be 
postmarked at the hour at which they 
are received at the postoffice. The 
covers which were postmarked fol- 
lowing the first day of sale were hand- 
ed in to a clerk who put them through 
the machines and handed them back 
to the party who had turned them in. 
However the vast volume of covers 
that were turned in by dealers and 
others handling first day covers for 
collectors will bear the proper cancel- 
lation for they were turned in on Jan- 
uary 1st and no matter how long it 
takes to get them out, the law requires 
that they be cancelled with the hour 
and date on which they were delivered 
to the postoffice. 

It is interesting to note that while 
the painters of all of the portraits 
from which the stamps were made, are 
dead and buried, the designer of the 
Envelopes for this issue is a Dayton, 
Ohio, man and very much alive today. 

A large number of dealers who had 
arranged to handle these first day 
covers for collectors were so swamped 
with orders that in many instances 
they found it advisable to go per- 
sonally to Washington to get their 
orders into the mail. 

A dealer from New York rented a 
store room, brought a ford truck full 
of covers to Washington, hired 25 
clerks to assist in getting the covers 
stamped and into the mail. He alone 
had orders for 10,000 of the several 
varieties of the stamped envelopes, to- 
taling 120,000 in all. In addition he 





besides 15,000 each of all other values 
from 3c to 10c. 

A Washington dealer handled 48,000 
covers of which 8000 were stamped 
envelopes. He writes, “I farmed out 


A ruling of | 20, 000 of them and refunded on 25 


plate block orders. The Agency fixed 
up early orders and on the late ones 
we could not handle them. I ordered 
70 plate block sets at a total of $1050 
and got but $135 worth.” 

This man had a crew of 18 typists 
from a secretarial school. They ad- 
dressed 8,000 stamped envelopes in 
three hours and 45 minutes. These 
girls were guaranteed $3.00 for 600 
envelopes, and 50c per 100 for any 
over that number. One little jewish 
girl did 950. This same man also had 
14 boy collectors sticking stamps on 
covers.

It was predicted that the January 
first sale of the new stamps at the 
Washington, D. C., postoffice would be 
like the first day sale of tickets for a 
baseball world series. IT WAS. 

The stamp window opened at 7:30 
A. M. and people had been standing 
in line ALL NIGHT 

My friend got up at six o'clock, 
hopped in his car, gathered up a friend 
and was there ahead of time, but when 
he arrived the lobby was jammed with 
a mass of people who were loaded with 
young trunks, huge valises and other 
receptacles for the covers they wished 
to mail.

The officials had realized that there | 
was going to be a rush, so in addition 
to the marble writing desks a line of 
tables had been put down the center 
of the main lobby, and all day the 
struggle was something tremendous, 
as people would get their stamps and 
then try to find room where they could 
open up their packages, get out their 
covers, tear up their lots of stamps, 
and then get the covers stamped up. 

Washingtonians could get their) 
stamps and then go to their own offices 
and prepare their covers in peace and | 
quiet, but the poor visitors could do 
nothing but fight for room and then | 
struggle with stamps, valises and cov- 
ers. Some scene! 

The stamp window y kept open | 
continuously from 7:30 A. M. to mid- | 
night, and people were stil standing | 
in line when my friend mailed his last | 
covers at 9 P. M. ’ 

At midnight the cancelling machine 
had registered 470,000, and there were 
enough covers on hand to keep it on 
the job for two or three days more— 
all with the Jan. 1 cancellation, of 
course.

@ EDITORIALS 
AS OTHERS Recent editorial com- 
SEE US ment in newspapers 

has been quite uncom- 
plimentary to stamp collectors and 
stamp collecting. The cause for this 
however, is because the writers of this 
comment mistake or misunderstand 
just what constitutes a stamp collector 
and in order that stamp collectors may 
not be blamed for the so called “silly” 
stunts that are practiced by others 
under the guise of stamp collecting 
we feel that some effort should be 
made to tell the public what is and 
what is not, stamp collecting. 

The Haverhill, Mass. Evening Ga- 
zette says: “The stamp collector is a 
man apart and he occasionally is un- 
able to spot the ridiculousness of a 
given situation. That at least, seems 
to be the explanation of the plans re- 
cently announced whereby special de- 
livery of mail is to be made—via air- 
plane and deep-sea diver—to the decks 
of the sunken liner Lusitania. 

“A special pounch of letters will be 
fllown from Ireland to the decks of 
the salvage ship sometime next spring. 
The letters will be taken down to the 
Lusitania, brought to the surface 
again, and forwarded back to their 
senders. To transmit a letter on this 
unique circuit will cost each sender 
one dollar. 

“Probably it would be thrilling to 
own a stamp that had been to the 
bottom of the sea and back. But to 
anyone but a confirmed stamp collec- 
tor, this stunt must look more than 
a little silly. A more supremely use- 
less bit of human endeavor would be 
hard to imagine.” 

Then there is another clipping from 
the ediforial columns of a newspaper

which reads: “Next spring a water- 
proof pouch of specially stamped let- 
| ters will be flown from Ireland to a 
| salvage ship trying to get at the treas- 
{ure aboard the sunken Lusitania. 

“A diver will then take the pouch 
| down to the liner’s weed grown decks 
|and send it up again. The letters will 

then be sent back to the variegated 
| nuts who first mailed them. Price: 
| One buck.” 

And the man that sent us this clip- 
ping is a real stamp collector for he 
wrote a comment on the margin of the 
clipping which reads—“I think so 
too!” 

Such stunts and many other similar 
affairs are advertised through stamp 
collectors magazines solely because 
the people who patronize them have 
believed that in gathering the mate- 
rial from such stunts that they are 
stamp collectors and they therefore 
subscribe to a stamp paper, they have 
no press of their own. Many of these 
people have never really collected 
stamps. We have no objection to any- 
one collecting what pleases them

graphs, postmarks or labels from 
penny boxes of matches, but we will 
strenuously fight every effort of col- 


to pass themselves off as stamp col- 
lectors and besmirch the name of 
Philately by trying to hang those 
other nick nacks on our hobby. 


announcement of the post- 
office department that a new postage 
stamp is to be issued for the Inter- 
national Olympic Games at Lake Pla- 
cid, N. Y., on January 25th. Perhaps 
the Hoover Regime hearing that the 
Stamp Collecting game is suffering 
much less than many other things 
under his management, has a deep laid 
plan of milking collectors throughout 
1932 in a desperate effort to balance 
the budget. The New Washington 
set has 31 varieties counting the coils, 
envelopes, etc. The complete works 
will cost probably a dollar. Stamp 
collectors should absorb a large quan- 
tity of these stamps, then go in for 
the Lake Placid issue and later get the 
California Olympic set handed to 
them. 

However, we should all be thankful 
that the sets are all of low values 
and that a complete set for our albums 
will cost but little and on the whole, 
these various issues have been power- 
ful advertising agents for stamp col- 
lecting and for our part we are glad 
to welcome them.

PITTSBURGH NEWS 





The annual dinner of the Philatelic 
Society of Pittsburgh, Penna., held 
on Monday evening, December 7, 1931, 
at the Keystone Club, was attended 
by 25 members. Mr. Adam E. Daum, 
for many years Secretary, and later 
President of the parent organization, 
Twin City Philatelic Society, was pres- 
ent, and gave a brief account of meet- 
ings held in the early days of the 
Society (organized June 21, 1888), 
when the membership numbered less 
than a score.

Treasurer—F. Edmund Bright. 

These officers were installed Jan- 
uary 4, 1932. 

Members whose dues were in ar- 
rears were dropped from membership, 
after having been duly notified ac- 
cording to By-Laws, leaving 111 mem- 
bers on the rolls at the end of 1931.

CELEBRATION SOUGHT ON 
POSTAL “BIRTHDAY” 


Observance of July 26 Urged by 
Representative Kelly 


Nation-wide observance of July 26, 
1932, as a Postal Day in commemo- 
ration of the creation of the Federal 
Postal Service by the Continental Con- 
gress on July 26, 1775, with Benjamin 
Franklin as Postmaster General, has 
been suggested by Representative 
Kelly and advocated by Representative 
Bloom (Dem.), of New York City, as 
associate director of the George Wash- 
_|ington Bicentennial Commission. Rep- 
resentative Kelly’s letter follows: 
“Let me make a suggestion. July 
26 is the birthday of the United States 
Postal Service, since it was on that 
date in 1775 that the Continental Con- 
gress ordered its establishment with 
Benjamin Franklin as Postmaster 
General. 

“The commemoration of that day in 
1932 would bring the entire Postal 
Service into the celebration, and meet- 
ings would be held in many cities, 
with the post office in charge. 

“George Washington named the first 
Postmaster General under the Con- 
stitution and was intensely interested 
in its development. His connection 
with the Postal Service in the Revo- 
lutionary period and during his ad- 
ministration makes a fascinating part 
of the national records.” 

Associate Director Bloom, to whom 
the communication was addressed, re- 
plied that steps would be taken im- 
mediately with a view to commemora- 
tion—The Union Postal Clerk.
